Such proposals may vary in character and amount. Where 
a composition or scheme is approved , the adjudication 
order shall be annulled only so far as it relates to the 
estate the creditors of which have confirmed the com 
position or schemc. 

( 9 ) If any two or more of the members of a partner 
ship constitute a scparate and independent firm , the credi 
tors of such last mentioned firm shall be deemed to be 
a separate set of creditors , and to be on the same footing 
as the separate creditors of any individual member of the 
firm . And when any surplus shall arise upon the ad 
ministration of the assets of such separate or independent 
firm , the same shall be carried over to the separate estates 
of the partners in such separate and independent firm ac 
cording to their respective rights therein . 

Inspection of Proceedings 
29 . All insolvency proccedings may be inspected at 
such times and subject to such restrictions, as the Court 
may prescribe , by the receiver, the debtor , any creditor 
who has proved or any legal representative on their be 
half, 


Lawyers Fees 
30 . The fees allowed to lawyers as costs in any pro 
ceedings under the Act shall be such as are allowed under 
the rules of the Court for a miscellaneous proceeding. 

Appointment and procedure of the Committees of Ins 
pection under section 67- A of the Provincial Insolvency 
Act . 

31 . ( 1 ) In any case in which the Court authorises the 
creditors to appoint a Committee of Inspection pursuant 
to the provisions of section 67A of the Act, the Court 
shall , by the order of adjudication or any subsequent 
order, fix a date for the holding of a meeting of the 
persons qualified to vote for the purpose of selecting the 
members of the Committee. A notice mentioning the 
date fixed shall be put up on thc Notice Board of the 
Court. 

( 2 ) The Committee shall consist of not more than flve , 
nor less than three , persong . 

( 3 ) Thc Committee shall meet at such time as they 
shall from time to time appoint, and failing such appoint 
ment , at least once a month , and the Receiver or any 
two members of the Committee may call a meeting as 
and when necessary . 

( 4 ) The Committee may act by a majority of members 
present at inceting, but shall not act unless & majority 
of the Committee is present at the meeting.

(8 ) On a vacancy occurring in the office of a member 
of a Committee , the Receiver shall forthwith summon a 
meeting of creditors for the purpose of filling the 
vacancy, and the meeting may, by resolution , appoint 
another person to fill the vacancy . 


( 9 ) The continuing members of the Committee of Ins 
pection provided there be not less than two such conti 
nuing members , may act notwithstanding any vacancy in 
their body , and when the number of members of Com 
mittce is for the time being less than five , the creditors 
may increase their number so that it does not exceed five . 


( 10 ) When a Committee has been appointed , the Re 
ceiver shall , in the administration of the property of the 
insolvent and in the distribution thereof amongst his credi 
tors , have regard to any suggestions that the Committee 
may give by resolution . If the Receiver thinks that any 
suggestion of the Committoc is not in the interests of tho 
general body of creditors , he may report the matter to 
the Court, which will give such instructions as it may
